In the lir-t moment of the shock of Mr. Hen­ 
drick.-' death. I yielded to my inclination, and 
declared my intention to be present at iris 
funeral. Of course, iu reaching that conclu­ 
sión, I did not put out of view the peremptory 
press oi public business, or what I deemed suf­ 
ficient consideration of my duty to die people. 
The public business I thought I could disfose of 
by additional application and more hours of 
work, arul 1 considered it to he mv duly to the 
people to answer the tender sentiment of re­ 
spect uud affection to the dead Vice-President, 
which does them great honor, i am satisfied 
now that I was at fault in considering the 
question, in that I did not take as comprehen­ 
sive a view of the duty I owe the public as 1 
should : that i-, I did not look at every phase 
of it, and I am afraid my strong personal de­ 
sire somewhat clouded liiy judgment.

The priceless gems of art can be pos- 
*-‘>se<l by wealth alone. 
When wealth» 
therefore, after collecting examples </ 
great art work, so places them that all the 
people at stated times can visit and study 
them, and so bequeathes them that they 
will be an educating influence in the mat­ 
ter oí elevating and purifying the public 
tastes, it make- wealth conserve one of its 
loftiest purposes, and gives art the fullest 
capacity for the exercise of its refining in 
fluenee uj >011 men. This was the aim of 
Mrs. K. B. Crocker when she tinned over 
her splendid collection to this city, stipu­ 
lating th at it should be cared for, and 
added to by an association of a broadlv 
art and scientific character. On the basis 
of that gift an art school is soon to be 
opened iu this city, and the beginnings of 
a museum of natural history, though 
small, have already been made. Since that 
gilt, and since the throwing open of the 
doors of the gallery, more people have 
viewed the works of art displayed than the 
most ardent friend of the scheme antici­ 
pated. 
The number runs up into the 
several thousands, and this in a compara­ 
tively small community, and during only a 
few weeks. 
That such - opportunity has 
been greatly good in its influence no one 
can doubt. 
Now comes a lady of this 
late who lias resolved to place a notable 
and costly fine art collection, and a large 
number of rare museum exhibits, at the 
dispo-al of the people of San Francisco, in 
a repository where the multitude may en­ 
joy the opportunity of viewing them, 
and where the benefits of the collection 
can be broadly 
applied 
in culturing 
the tastes o!" the people of that city. 
Mi's. 1.eland Stanford’s benefaction, to 
which we refer, will be one of inestimable 
value to the people of the metropolis. 
It 
is to be located, we believe, in the midst of 
the lieautiful Park that city [lossesses, 
where the people can avail of it in com­ 
parative rural ipiiet, and where all the 
surroundings will Is' in keeping with the 
character of the noble gift. 
The details 
of this monument to the goodness and far­ 
sightedness of the lady have not been 
made public, but sufficient has been stated 
to warrant the papers of that city in freelv 
commenting upon the act,and in according 
to Mi's. Stanford the generous praise that 
is her due. 
Yet we esteem her purpose to 
l>e so broad, so purely unselfish, and sofar- 
-•*ctaing, that she has not for an instant

perience among the people of this and other 
lands, not to receive the public commenda­ 
tions of her beneficence in the same gener­ 
ous and sincere spirit in which they are 
now being made. 
W hat we see in the act 
of Mrs. Stanford is the foundation of a 
work that will never cease. 
It is to bo the 
lieginning o fa n institution of the broadest 
possible public character, that will begin 
to grow from the very hour its doors 
open. 
Around it will cluster collections 
of the natural history of this whole 
coast. 
I {Kin 
this foundation will grow 
up 
schools 
of 
a rt; 
on this liasis 
historical and scientific research will pro­ 
ceed to new endeavors. 
From this stand­ 
point art tastes will broaden, and, corre­ 
spondingly. the thoughts and aspirations of 
the mass of the people hedirected by better 
standards, and toward higher and purer 
ideals. 
The scheme she sets in motion 
w ill result in a few years in a museum and 
a rt collection that will take 
fair rank 
among the best in the world, and rise su­ 
perior to many in our own country. 
For 
this |>eople accomplishes such Work far 
more rapidly than those of Europe. The 
grow th of a great museum is a m atter of 
inanv years, but in this country those 
veais arc far less than iu the Old World. 


The natural history of the Pacific coast 
will find place by representative examples 
in the .Stanford museum with a rapidity 
unparalleled in the annals of such institu­ 
tions. Our reasons for so believing need 
not now lie stated, but they are convictions 
that we-may hereafter more fully set forth. 
The founding of the Stanford Museum will 
stim ulate like efforts everywhere in the 
State. 
It will be a benefit to our own in 
Sacramento, and to those of lesser breadth 
elsewhere, since just in proportion as the 
tastes of the jienple are guided in these 
directioas will institutions responsive to 
them receive encouragement and material 
aid. 
The whole State, therefore, as well 
as San Francisco, is to be congratulated 
that Mrs. Leland Stanford has resolved to 
so richly endow the public of the me­ 
tropolis. 


A SUPREME JUSTICE TO 
RESIGN. 


It is understood th at Mr. Justice Ross of 
the Supreme Reach is to tender his resig­ 
nation of that position, to take effect Jan u ­ 
ary 1, 1886. 
The Justice has once before 
sought to leave the Bench, but was per­ 
suaded to withdraw a prepared resignation 
by the im portunities of the Bar and of dis­ 
tinguished citizens. Plainly, it is the duty 
of the Justice to remain in office to the 
close of his term. 
The citizen who seeks 
an office oMiigh trust and is accorded it by 
the votes of the people, is under contract 
with them todo duty until the close of the 
term for which they elect him. 
To resign 
liefore that time, is to involve the neces­ 
sity of an appointment to the vacancy, by 
another arm of the Government which is 
not at all judicial in character, and is more 
or less necessarily swayed by political con­ 
siderations and influences. 
But it may be 
accepted that the Justice will insist upon 
his resignation, and that the duty of ap­ 
pointing a successor will fall upon the 
Governor. 
It is not for any one to advise 
that official what to do. 
it must lie as­ 
sumed that he will select to the best ad­ 
vantage for the people of the State, and 
this he is more likely to do, we think, of 
his own judgm ent than if advised by the 
Bar or the people at large, because all such 
advice must lie divided in character, and 
distributed among a large number of law­ 
yers, who will 
aspire 
to the 
place, 
or 
be 
urged 
by 
their 
admir­ 
ers 
for 
it. 
The 
causes 
that 
lead to the resignation of Justice Ross are 
of most moment. 
These have . been but 
vaguely stated, even by the Ju stice. him ­ 
self. 
But in that vagueness there is dis­ 
covered something of the real causes. 
These we believe to be in the main the ca­ 
pacity of the Justice to earn very much 
more in the practice of the law than is as­ 
sured him by his salary; and secondly, 
that the Court is far behind in its work, 
and the burden of the labor of the bench 
is falling upon a few members, or at least is 
not evenly divided. One of them, though 
now fully restored, was for a long time in­ 
capacitated by illness, and another is now 
unable to give th at labor to the business of 
the Court that he should. 
As to the in­ 
dustry of the ot¡¡el's there is no need to re­ 
mark ; their labors are matters of every­ 
day record. 
So involved was the Court 
that a Commission to aid it in touching 
bottom was absolutely necessary. 
That 
Commission, since its induction into place, 
lias been laboring with marked diligence, 
and lias given a good deal of relief to the 
calendars. 
But it remains that the litiga­ 
tion that comes to the Court is in excess of 
its capacity to discharge timely, even with 
the assistance o fa n industrious Commis­ 
sion. 
Justice Ross probably sees no early 
prospect of a change for the better, and so 
proposes to get out and devote him self to 
private labors with greater rewards. 
It is 
in the air th at the Justice esteems the cost 
of maintaining proper state as a dignitarv 
of the bench too great for the fair saving 
that a Supreme Judge should make out of 
his salary. 
W ith the state of litigation 
as it is, and is likely to lie, it becomes a 
grave question whether the assured in­ 
come is sufficient. 
T hat it does not equal 
the ordinary income of the lawyer in full 
practice who has those attainm ents that 
qualify for the bench, may be accepted as 
true. 
It ought to lie so ample that the 
vcr* best talent could lie secured for the 
position without calling upon it to sacri­ 
fice anything for the honor the dignity of 
the position is supposed to confer. "With 
the practical man this counts for very lit­ 
tle—the end and aim of the talented law­ 
yer of middle life is to amass a reasonable 
fortune. 
T hat lie can have no hope of do­ 
ing, it is said, if he remains upon the 
bench any great length of time. 
Even if 
a Justice of the Supreme Bench could 
save clear one-half his salary per annum, 
it amounts to hut 83,000, and to the ambi­ 
tions 
lawyer this i.« very 
small net, 
though it is probable th at not one in ten 
of all those at the bar of California to-dav 
set aside half that amount in the year. 
I his question of the compensation of our 
Supreme Judges is one not to be dismissed 
in a breath, for it lies at the root of ajjrst- 
class Bench. 
A meager salary will not 
tempt a lawyer with a greater income, ex­ 
cept he be so rich already that salary is 
not a matter of moment with him. 
The 
l>eoplc at large consider the compensation 
allowed the Justices of the Supreme Court 
sufficient. 
The pocket-nerve of the 
taxpayer is so sensitive that £6,000 of as­ 
sured income to one he has the power to 
choose, appears to the most of his class as 
ample reward. 
But there arc taxpayers 
who look at the m atter in a very different 
light. They are those who hold that 
salary for such a position should be such as 
to content the man with the place, and 
rominaud the very highest degree of com­ 
petency for it. ' Such were those who ad­ 
dressed Judge Boss a letter when he some 
time ago contemplated resigning, because 
of the demands ujion him to provide for 
his family, some of whom are invalided, 
we believe, a greater sum of means than is 
possible under salary. 
These gentlemen 
then addressing the Justice said: 
“ We 
are painfully aware thrft the salary of the 
office is entirely inadequate, but we hope 
thi.- will lie iu some degree remedied at an 
early day.” Among thesignersof that paper 
were citizens who, though at the bar them­ 
selves, are among the heavy taxpayers of 
the State, and they represent the very 
front of the legal profession in California. 
It may therefore be taken as the verdict of 
the lawyers of California, that the salary 
is too small. 
Of course it will l>e replied 
that the lawyers would, as a m atter of 
course, stand together on such a question. 
But it must not be forgotten that the 
lawvor-taxpayer docs not greatly differ in 
the matter of taxpaying from any other 
class of contributors to th e expenses of 
government maintenance. 


T hf. probability is that Mr. Gladstone’s 
party has been practically defeated in the 
English elections. 
It appears certain that 
the decisive majority which he anticipated 
has not l>een given. 
The cause assigned is 
the activity of the Parnellites and their 
phenomenal influence in the election.

There were about 1,000 
passengers on the train, the greater number 
of whom were on the way to witness a 
prize fight between Young Mitchell and 
Billy Ham ilton, which was to come off 
near San Rafael. As the train, which for­ 
tunately was going at slow speed, emerged 
from the first tunnel, the engineer noticed 
a fiat car on the track. He put down the 
brakes, but the space between the train and 
fiat car was so short that he could not pre­ 
vent a collision, which, beyond shaking up 
the passengers, did no damage. At the 
same moment this occurred the engineer 
noticed two men clambering up the em­ 
bankment 
as fast 
as they could go. 
'1 be conductor and 
engineer 
jum ped 
from 
the 
train 
in 
pursuit, 
and captured them. They were taken to 
San Rafael and turned over to a Deputy 
Sheriff, who locked them up in the county 
jail. The prisoners gave the names of 
Charles Davison and Herold S. McKoon, 
and said they lived in Santa Rosa. They 
slated that they found the flat car on the 
track, and were trying to lift it off. Find­ 
ing they could not do this, they attempted 
to put it in such a position on the track 
that the engineer could see it when be 
came out ot the tunnel. W hen they heard 
the train coming they feared that in the 
collision which must occur they would be 
killed, so they jum ped from it and ran up 
the bank to a place of safety. H ad the 
train been running at its usual speed a most 
disastrous accident would inevitably have 
occurred. The railroad authorities intend 
having the m atter thoroughly investegated. 
The fight between Mitchell and H am il­ 
ton did not come off, as the Sheriff inter­ 
fered to prevent it.

November 29th.—It has been 
learned from reliable sources that when 
Chief Gerónimo was upon the San Carlos 
reservation on Tuesday night he was in 
communication with other Indians, whom 
he induced to leave the reservation and link 
their fortunes with those of his murderous 
band. At least twenty warriors are known 
to have made their way eastward, to the 
north of Clifton, where they have stolen 
stock and supplies, but they have killed no 
one thus far. They are endeavoring to 
reach the m ain band of hostiles, and will 
not likely commit any grave crimes until 
they have planned another campaign with 
the wily chief at their head. 
People who 
live in the districts throughout which the 
Indians raid, and who know their habits 
and something of the plans of the hostiles, 
say that the most bloody and destructive 
portion of the Indian raid is im minent, and 
that, unless the people organize a mounted 
poiice force for self-protcction, the hostiles 
will meet with practically no opposition in 
their bloody work. A citizens’ meeting is 
now in progress here for tiie purpose of de­ 
vising plans for the better protection of the 
lives and property of our people in exposed 
localities.

Both trains had orders to pass at 
Turah, where there is no operator, eleven 
miles east of Missoula. 
The train dis­ 
patcher. finding the train m aking faster 
time than expected, ordered it to run to 
Wallace, fourteen miles east of Turah, 
and telegraphed to No. 13 to remain at 
Wallace until the special arrived.

T h e E lo q u e n t

The Congregational Church was com­ 
pletely filled Saturday evening to listen to 
the address of John B. Finch, the re­ 
nowned temperance lecturer. 
Below is 
given a brief synopsis of his iem arks: 
Good Templars believe in total abstinence 
from the use qt alcoholic beverages and in 
total prohibition of the manufacture and 
sale of the same. The principal of total 
abstinence from the beverage use cf alco­ 
hol is adopted’ by Good Templars because 
experience, history and science have dem­ 
onstrated it to be a correct principal. Every 
sane person desires to live long, to live 
well, to die happy. ]f the use of alcoholic 
liquors lengthens life, increases the utility 
of life and inakes the death-bed easier, 
then man Is justified in using it. If the 
use shortens life, cripples physical powers 
and makes the death-bed wretched, then 
the man who uses it wrongs himself, his 
friends and society. This question is set­ 
tled by the experience of life insurance 
companies. 
“ Drinking alcoholic liquors 
impairs physical powers and shortens life” 
is the verdict compelled by tbe death losers 
ol the companies. Few, if any, standard 
companies will insure a habitual user of 
liquor. 
If an insurance company, as a 
business investment, cannot afford to take 
a risk on the life of a habitual drinker, is 
it good business for a man to take a risk 
on his own life by using liquors. That 
men have used liquors for years and re­ 
mained healthy, is the exception, not the 
rule. If a man urged that because one 
man had gone through a severe battle 
and escaped without a scratch, there­ 
fore war was healthy, the people would 
vote 
him a fool. To a married man 
this reasoning eq ecially applies. A man who 
enters into a partnership is bound bv everv 
principle of honor to deal fairly with his 
partner and use honestly partnership funds. 
Marriage as a civil contract gives the wife 
a financial interest in tbe bone, nerve and 
muscie of the husband. For him after 
marriage to destroy him self by drink is to 
swindle his partner. 
An honorable man 
will deal honorably with his wife. A man 
who spends his money for drink and so 
wrongs his wife and family, to say the 
least, is not an honorable man. A man who 
undertakes to support the wife and fam­ 
ily of a drunkard-m aker while he neglects 
his own wife and family is too little, dirty, 
low and mean to live in civilized society. 
The brutal vulgarity of drinking will soon 
be frowned down by all decent people. 
The use of liquor injuring the individual 
who is the unit of the State, injures the 
State and makes it necessary for it to pro­ 
tect itself by prohibiting the places where 
its sale encourages its use. A State is an 
organization of ethical, reasonable hum an 
beings. 
Its strength depends upon the 
character, intelligence and morality of the 
people. Any institution that debauches 
morality and intelligence is an enemy to 
the Government, and a man who supports 
or sustains such an institution is not loyal 
to his country. The saloon or drunkard- 
factory does all this, and for its crimes it 
must die. The war between it and the 
forces of American civilization is a battle 
to the death. 
The drunkard-makers are 
doing as much to hasten the issue as the 
temperance men themselves. There comes 
a time in the history of every reform move­ 
ment when the evil to be destroyed does as 
much to destroy itself as the reformers who 
are working against it. A man who can 
sleep with his own conscience is either a 
good man or a terrible rascal—cither so 
good that conscience, approving, will let him 
sleep, or so mean that conscience lias 
given him up as a bail job. A man 
who knows he is wrong will never rest. 
The slave power did more to force the is­ 
sue and destroy itself than the abolition­ 
ists. though it would not have «lone so but 
for the abolition whip to stir its conscience 
and arouse its fears. 
Ii could not, did not 
rest, and by its own intolerance and ag­ 
gressiveness compelled the nation to bury 
it. 
The liquor interest lias reached the 
same point. 
Either the country will de­ 
stroy the accursed liquor trade and rid 
society of tbe vile parasites who prey off' 
its manhood and womanhood, or the 
country will lie governed bv these men 
through the drunken votes of their vic­ 
tims. 
'J ho traffic and dealers arc outlaws 
of the most pronounced kind. In Nebraska, 
when Colon® Watson 1!. Smith undertook 
to enforce the ll.'ensc law. he was m ur­ 
dered by I he tools of the accursed trade. 
In Kansas a Republican candidate for 
Governor, because he was a friend of the 
homes ami women and an enemy of the 
drunkard-makers was defeated. In Illinois, 
New York, Michigan and other States the 
liquor power has again and again proved 
that it will destroy any politician who is 
not its pliant tool. The ablest men of the 
nation have crouched like dogs before this 
power and its votes, begging that it would 
elect them to office. 
This tremendous 
power is the power of the organized traffic 
to control, through their appetites, its de­ 
bauched victims. A saloon education de­ 
stroys will power, moral preception, intel­ 
ligence and their combination—manhood. 
The victim of drink has but one positive 
trait left, and that is the desire to drink. 
He is fitted by the saloon education to be­ 
come the tool of those enemies of our Gov­ 
ernment, men who buy votes and organ­ 
ize political rings. Á man 
who will 
buy 
a 
vote 
is 
a 
traitor 
and 
villain, 
and 
a 
man 
who 
will 
sell a vote is no better. Tbe institution that 
debauches tbe voter is a vile institution, 
that the Government should suppress. The 
home life of this country is the sheet 
anchor of the Government, and anything 
that destroys home life is an enemy of lib­ 
erty. People say this gigantic power can­ 
not be destroyed. They said the same thing 
when W illiam Lloyd Garrison and Wen­ 
dell Phillips were mobbed in Boston by 
the friends of the slave power. Abolition 
leaders were mobbed and spit on and ostra­ 
cized. 
W hen they died the nation did 
them honor. The battle with the liquor 
trade is a battle to death. The black Hag 
is ut tbe head of the column. 
To compro­ 
mise with the leaders of that interest is to 
betray our country. To allow the business 
to continue is to allow it to ruin more men 
and curse more women and children. The 
Good Templar arm y will stand for total 
prohibition and will take no part in any 
half-way measures. No compromise with 
wrong.

E d s. R e c o r d -I'n io n : 
From your last 
issue I clip the following from an interview 
had with Street Commissioner N ielsen: 
“ The city paid Turton A Knox, last year, 
$500 to piant Bermuda grass upon the 
north levee, but it would take a very close 
observer, with a microscope of powerful 
lens, to find a blade of it growing.” For 
him to complain of not being invited by 
the late Grand Jury to go with them in a 
car in which they themselves were guests, 
or to complain that tbe jury did not apply 
to the City Engineer, who, he says, " would 
have largely added to their stock of knowl­ 
edge upon levee work, the principles of 
hydraulics, and the economical use of pub­ 
lic funds,'’ was probably from his stand­ 
point justifiable: but to go out of bis way 
and by insinuation try to impeach tbe in­ 
tegrity of the above-named firm was wholly 
unjustifiable and uncalled for. The facts 
in tbe case alluded to by him above were 
as follows : There were two bids received 
by the Trnstees in answer to their adver­ 
tisement for planting the grass—one for 
$1,200, and one from Turton A Knox for 
$500. The latter was accepted, and they 
did tbe work 
in exact conformity to 
the specifications of the City Engineer, 
who. with Nielsen, certified the bill as cor­ 
rect. and it was paid. 
Notwithstanding 
the grass was exposed to the tread of hun­ 
dreds of cattle, and the dryness of the past 
season, it has made a wonderful growth. 
It was seeing it growing that induced the 
nineteen Grand Jurors to unanim ously re­ 
commend that it be planted on all new 
slopes, and that all cattle be kept off it. 
I 
refer for further proof of its condition to 
the levee itself; also, to those well-known 
citizens. Messrs. McCarty and Burns, on 
whose farms this levee is located. Thus it 
will be seen that Trustee Nielsen has, either 
through ignorance or willful misrepresen­ 
tation, attempted to injure the good name 
of men %vho have lived and done business 
in this city for 35 years. Speaking for m y­ 
self alone, I concede no man, even though 
he be clothed with a little brief authority, 
the right to bolster up his public actions at 
the expense of my business reputation. 
His reference to a former vote of the peo­ 
ple on levee matters, in 1878, and the action 
of the then Board, of wliich I was a mem­ 
ber, of course was aimed at m e; but his 
version of it is wholly at variance with the 
facts. 1 will not take up your room to note 
many other inaccuracies in his column of 
grievances, or even count the num ber of 
straw men set up and knocked down in it. 
The late Grand Jury was composed of men 
not given to toadyism, but acted upon, and 
expressed their own opinions, and no one 
else, upon ail matters brought before them, 
and regardless of whom they might not 
suit.

WATER FOR SACRAMENTO.

E d s. R e c o r d -U n io n : In the m atter of so 
much importance as that of the supply of 
this city with pure m ountain water, too 
much precaution cannot be taken in se­ 
lecting the source of supply. It is evident 
that the promoters of rival propositions 
may be tempted to give the Trustees and 
the public exaggerated statements respect­ 
ing the merits of one or the demerits of 
another plan for securing the water so 
much desired. 
All attempts to hastily 
push tbe city into a contract should be re­ 
garded with suspicion. It cannot be pre­ 
tended that the Trustees have, from the 
superficial examinations thus far made, 
sufficient information to enable them to 
safely make a contract at this time. 
In 
April last it was stated to the Board of 
Trustees “that the Amador Canal Company 
was now the only one that had a proposi­ 
tion before the Board or would have.” We 
know now how unsafe it would have been 
to have acted upon this statement. 
The 
Amador 
Canal 
Company 
takes 
its 
water from the Mokelumne river, at a 
point about four miles above the town of 
J’lymouth. 
The Mokeluinne river does 
not 
afford 
a supply 
for the canals 
in the sum mer season. 
To supply this 
natural deficiency of the river, the canal 
company turn into it, at a distance of about 
fifty miles above Plym outh, the water of 
the Blue lakes. These lakes, four in num ­ 
ber, aggregate only 310 acres iu surface 
area, and it is by no means certain that 
they have the capacity to meet the antici­ 
pated demand. They are doubtless valua­ 
ble auxiliaries in supplying the necessities 
of the Mokelumne river in low water sea­ 
sons ; but they are too remote from the 
head of the Amador Company’s canal, and 
too much disconnected with that canal, by 
reason of the long reach of the intervening 
river, to be regarded as being the exclusive 
source of its water supply. The character 
of this river and its waters should be 
thoroughly understood before the city ven­ 
tures upon any experiment with it.* The 
waters of the Blue lakes, like those of all 
lakes in the snow belt, must certainly be 
pure; but whether, when mingled with the 
waters 
of 
the 
Mokelumne 
for 
fifty 
miles, and 
so coming 
second-handed, 
is pure or 
not, is questionable. 
The 
Mokelumne 
river, for 
the fifty miles 
referred to, runs through a part of the 
mountains which, it is believed, will be in 
time 
comparatively 
thickly 
settled. 
W hether the water in the canal of the Am­ 
ador Company or in the canal of the Cali­ 
fornia W ater Company at a given point is 
pure or not, cannot be determined satisfac­ 
torily by sending the City Surveyor to 
“ taste’’ it and report whether it is “sweet” 
or not. Something more reliable, more 
comprehensive than the gustatory qualities 
ot that officer will be found necessary in 
the investigation. 
The proposition of the California W ater 
Company is one, as it stands, and with 
what is already known of its large source 
of supply and its direct communication, 
that should receive careful and favorable 
consideration. If its main canal does, as it 
is claimed, bring tin* water pure from Loon 
Lake to the point where the iron pipes will 
receive it, there are many reasons why the 
city should avail itself of that water. This 
point should be carefully determined before 
any supply whatever is accepted, and un­ 
less pure water, beyond question, can be 
had from the mountains, let us not “ fly 
from the ills we have to those we know 
not of.”

PIRATES. 


D e ta ils o f 
th e S e iz u re o f a u 
E n g lis h

[C hina M ail, O ctober 20th.J 
T he m ost im portant events connected 
with H ongkong during the past week have 
been a m ost disastrous collision in the h a r­ 
bor itself betw een two steam ers, and the 
pirating of tha B ritish steam er G reyhound, 
som e seventy m iles from H ongkong. 
Of 
the two, the litte r event has caused the 
greater sensation : in fact it has throw n the 
shipping and m ercantile com m unity into a 
regular ferm ent. 
N othing of the sam e na­ 
ture has occccred for m any years, and 
every one felt confident th at tiie days of 
pirating foreign vessels were over. 
T he 
Greyhound, a sm all steam er w hich has 
been em ployed trading between H ongkong 
and H aihow and Pakboi for som e years 
past, left here, under th e com m and of 
Captain C. W . Snyder, at 
daylight on 
Saturday last, th.jjlTth of October, for Hoi- 
how and Pukho .* w ith two European of­ 
ficers and two European engineers, tw enty- 
five of a Chinese': arcw and about 120 pas­ 
sengers and a general cargo. 
A bout 12:10 
(m idday), when tup steam er was seventy 
m iles to the soutl west of H ongkong, be­ 
tween 30 and 40 oí th e apparently innocent 
passengers, distributed over the vessel, sud­ 
denly opened tiri 
on the unsuspecting 
officers 
and engineers 
w ith 
revolvers. 
T he Captain, in trying to get to the chart- 
rootn, on the bridge, to get his revolver, 
was 
m et by three or four m en. who. 
after firing a regular volley into him , 
stabbed and then threw liiiu overboard. 
The chief officer, m ore fortunate, succeeded 
in 
reaching his cabin, after a narrow 
escape, and locked him self in. 
T he second 
officer and chief engineer, w ho were in the 
alter part of the ship, were tired upon, at 
the sam e m om ent as tiie C aptain and chief 
officer, and fared badly indeed. 
Both men 
ran 
forward to the saloon, w here the 
arm ory was. but bPThrc they reached «bis 
rendezvous, the second officer was h it in 
seven places, and the chief engineer in 
two. 
T he pirates also fired on th e second 
engineer t a Portuguese lad) several tim is, 
but he escaped to his room . 
H e was after­ 
wards coerced into w orking th e engines. 
T he chief officer also accepted th e term s 
offered by the pirates—th at if he did npt 
hurt the pirates and give up th e keys of 
the treasure chest, they w ould n o t'h d rt 
him . 
Then th e audacious pirates batfeiled 
dow n all the crew and passengers but jhe
